coming storm between capital and 
labor. 
The world ia fall

capital, for 
the 
illegitimate 
pur- 


pose of enslaving labor in manifold 
form, is forcing the conflict that will 
in due time culminate in a aevere 
conflict. Capital at tbe present time 
holds the fort and its (zaus are directed 
against the rights of labor. Should 
President McKlnley succeed himself 
to the presidency the contest will take 
on dimensions not to be desired by 
any of UB; but if it is the wish of labor 
to give organized capital a more de- 
cided advantage than it has at present, 
the best thing to that end it can do 
will be to support McKinley at the 
approaching election. 


The present commanding position ot 


organized capital is a result of the 
support that labor has given it, be- 
lieving it waa doing a work in the in- 
terest of the laboring man. The deceit 
that has been practiced upon it was 
not a factor taken into the account that 
made np tbe result it hae received and 
is receiving from the party in power. 
The Republican party at the last na- 
tional election came in disguise to a 
confiding people, plausible in its utter- 
ance, but villainous in its action. 


The final disposition of metallic na- 


tional currency was made subject to 
the will ot the moat enlightened na- 
tions who were committed to tbe gold 
standard. Tbe result has established 
that the utterance made upon the sub- 
ject was intended to deceive, and the 
deceit in its culmination is a result of 
the action of a man who is a creature 
of trusts, who in their hands is as clay 
In the bauds ot a potter. When deceit 
ia veiled from light by an individual 
it is disliked by all upright people, and 
when it is covered that it may not be 
seen in public matters, it becomes, 
because of consequences to the many, 
more contemptible, more corrupting 
and more criminal than it is when used 
by people in their private affairs. 


It may be well our readers should 


know at tbe beginning of the work 
that an effort will be made to modify 
the Chinese exclusion aot in the near 
future in the interest of trade, as it is 
claimed, with China. The coolies have 
lately and suddenly taken tbe charac- 
ter and relation of traders, for which 
cause it has become necessary to re- 
move some of the more objectionable 
features of the aot to aid them when 
they come to this country to trade, to 
enter our ports more freely, to farther 
commercial interests by developing 
trade enterprise. 


These matters or 
pretenses will 


furnish an excuse to break the barrier 
there is against general Chinese emi- 
gration, which in the near future will 
be a part of the work of trusts who are 
masters of tbe people under tbe pres- 
ent administration. 
When the trusts 


have made a beginning of the work, 
which will be consummated in the next 
four years without consulting the 
people, as they and their protests are 
no more entitled to consideration, it 
will be another oiroamstanae that will 
lead them to a realizing sense that 
trusts hold the fort. 


The whole work of the party in 


power as now directed and carried 
forward 
is against labor which is 


against tbe body of tbe people as, 
ninety-eight per cent of the whole peo- 
ple earn their bread fay labor. It is, 
without controversy, admitted as a 
truth that the people are all powerful, 
which has beoeme an abstract fact be- 
cause it is independent of and separate 
from the coarse of the government in 
its oonoreate form as administered. 
Tbe power of the people is nuliflad 
When those in authority disregard it 
Bad them, as they are made to take 
the relation of an outcast by those 
who are, according to our theory of 
government, their servants. 


The theory respecting government 


by the people is reversed, as they are 
recognized for one purpose only, which 
purpose is to give color to usurpation 
of authority to enslave them. These 
words are not complementary to oar 
intelligence, but they nevertheless con- 
tain a truth as government is directed, 
which direction is subject to the will 
and ia chiefly made np of the methods 
of Mark Hanna. There is confirmed 
what has been said respecting govern- 
ment in opposition to the will of the 
people by a disregard of expression 
made by them about the Porto Bicsn 
tariff bill; also in the following: 


The Speaker of the House of Repre- 


sentatives, who IB from Iowa, when in- 
formed upon the action of the legisla- 
ture of that State replied: "It makes 
no difference about what the legisla- 
ture resolved we have a policy and it 
will be pursued." Martial law contin- 
ued in Idaho for a period of two years 
in a time of profound pesos.' A disre- 
gard of the honor of the nation by per- 
mitting without question the work of 
Great Britain when engaged in open- 
ing the correspondence of the govern- 
ment. 
The 
Hay-Poncefote treaty, 


which in effect modified the Monroe 
doctrine by giving away the exclusion 
rights of the country to Great Britain. 
By becoming the ally of Great Britain 
under an agreement to maintain the 
position of that government ia China 
while it was engagad in a war with the 
Boers and numerous matters pertain- 
ing to criminal trusts about which the 
demands of the people have been dis- 
regarded and denied. Legislation up- 
on tbe curranoy of the country without

yon. He iaid yesterday: 
\ "Nevada has the reputation of having 
|he beat beet cattle of any State in the 
Union, and when it ia known in the 
feeding States that Nevada oattle are 
I coming to market, the stockyards are 
{.always well patronized and good prices 
(obtained. At present all the immedi- 
lately rateable stock in the State are 
1 contracted i'or, bat it is a great breed- 
ling State, and there ia always a large 
reserve of the riaing generation. We 
are taking great pains in Nevada to 
breed a high grade class of oattle for 
beet qualities. 
There are no dairy 


cattle to speak of in our flection of the 
country. The total number of oattle 
in Nevada today must be abont 700,000 
head, and this year's exports will prob- 
ably be 160,000 head. Three yeara ago 
the shipment ran up to 880,000 bead, 
but there were special reasons for that 
large Bgore."—Salt Lake Tribune.
